Capital Office Park Is Purchased 
By Large New Jersey Corporation 


Capital Office Park and ad- 
jacent vacant land on Ivy Lane 
and Cherrywood Lane in the 
northwest section of Greenbelt 
is now entirely owned by a New 
Jersey real estate trust, Mack-Cali 
Corporation of Edison, New Jer- 
sey. In a press release on June 
13, the company announced its 
acquisition of 43 undeveloped 
acres adjacent to the office park 
from Greenbelt Associates and 
Sixteenth Springhill Lake As- 
sociates, LLP for approximately 
$13 million. In March 2006 the 
company had already acquired 
the developed portion of Capital

Office Park, a seven-building, 
842,300 square foot class A of- 
fice complex for approximately 
$161.7 million. 

Mack-Cali claims to be a lead- 
ing real estate trust with a total 
market capitalization of approxi- 
mately $6 billion dollars. It owns 
and manages over 34 million 
square feet of class A office and 
office/flex properties in the North- 
east and Mid-Atlantic regions. It 
claims to be New Jersey’s largest 
landlord and a leader in the New 
York region. 

Its predecessor company, Cali 
Associates, was founded in 1949 


Condominium Development 
Construction Plans Shelved

Construction of Greenbelt 
Crossing, a 90-unit condominium 
development planned for the long- 
abandoned nursing home site on 
Greenbelt Road, has been placed 
on hold. Lowell Baier, owner 
of the land, told the News Re- 
view that “the current (depressed) 
housing market has impaired our 
position to move ahead.” 

The 4.5-acre site is located 
between Lakecrest Drive and 
Southway. It is bounded on 
three sides — west, north and 
east — by the University Square 
Apartments property and lies 
only a short distance west of the 
Greenbelt Armory. Public access 
to all three properties is through 
the same driveway off Greenbelt 
Road. A small traffic circle 
from this driveway and within 
the southeast corner boundary of 
Greenbelt Crossing would control 
entrance to and egress from the 
new development. 

The luxury, senior citizen- 
friendly project was enthusi- 
astically received by the city’s 


Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
and the Greenbelt City Council 
in October/November 2005. Both 
recommended approval of the 
proposed development along with 
covenants and conditions dealing 
with traffic, acoustical accom- 
modations, signage and external 
appearance and design. 

When the owners’ application 
was later heard by the Prince 
George’s County Planning Board, 
Greenbelt Crossing received the 
board’s blessing. Later the then- 
developers, who included Baier, 
received all the required approv- 
als and building permits. 

In his presentation of the de- 
tailed site plan to the APB on 
October 19, 2005, Ethan Bind- 
ernagel, former planner for the 
city, observed that the developers 
were “highly responsive to city 
requests” and “very open to staff 
suggestions” concerning aspects 
of designs in plans for the devel- 
opment.

by two brothers, John and Angelo 
Cali and their close friend, Ed- 
ward Leshowitz. Cali Associates 
became a developer of single- 
family homes in northern New 
Jersey, developing over 5,500 
housing units. 

In 1994 the company became 
a public corporation, the Cali 
Realty Corporation, and began 
acquiring other holdings, expand- 
ing into the Philadelphia area 
real estate market. In December 
1997, when the company under- 
took a $1.2 billion merger with 
the Mack Company and Patriot 
American Office Group, the new 
company became the Mack-Cali 
Realty Corporation. 

The company states that the 
office park is 83.9 percent leased 
to 88 tenants. Major tenants 
listed for Capital Office Park at 
the time of the 2006 acquisition 
included the Hewlitt-Packard 
Company, the U.S. General Ser- 
vices Administration, Verizon 
Communications, Inc., Communi- 
cations Titan Corporation, Joseph 
Greenwald and Leake, P.A. and 
Lockheed Martin Corporation. 

The vacant land is located on 
the northwest side of Cherrywood 
Lane opposite Ivy Lane. Devel- 
opment of these properties was

A nomination form, 
which may be used but is not 
required, appears on page 8 in 
this issue. 

Nominators should provide 
as much information as possible 
about the nominee. The commit- 
tee will have little time to con- 
duct independent research about 
nominees between the deadline 
and the time it reaches a deci- 
sion. 

As always, the committee urg- 
es anyone who in the past sub- 
mitted a nomination that was not 
selected to do so again. Green- 
belt is fortunate to have many 
residents who do outstanding 
volunteer work on behalf of the 
community. With only one selec- 
tion made each year, the commit- 


tee, of necessity, must pass over 
other worthy nominees. It is not 
unusual for the person selected to 
have been nominated previously 
more than once. 

The Greenbelt Outstanding 
Citizen award annually recog- 
nizes a resident of Greenbelt 
who through volunteer efforts 
has made a significant contribu- 
tion to the benefit of the city. 
In the past the award has been 
given to individuals involved 
in a wide variety of endeavors, 
such as support to youth groups, 
running a volunteer fire com- 
pany, organizing a crime watch, 
publishing a newspaper, founding 
a museum, supporting the home- 
less and much, much more.

Filing Deadline for Council 


Candidates Is 


On Tuesday, November 6, 
Greenbelt citizens will elect the 
five members of the city council 
who will represent them for the 
next two years. Greenbelt resi- 
dents who want to run for city 
council, sign a petition for some- 
one to run for council or vote in 
the election must be registered to 
vote in Prince George’s County. 
Since universal voter registration 
began in Greenbelt in 1991 the 
city has not maintained a separate 
voter registration list. 

Candidacy for Council 

Any qualified voter of the city 
wishing to run for council may 
do so by submitting the follow- 
ing forms: 

1. Nomination Petition — This 
form requires the signature of 
at least 50 registered voters of 
the city and must be signed by 
the circulator of the petition and 
notarized. The signatures should 
give the petitioner’s proper name 
(e.g. Mary Doe or Mrs. John 
Doe) and address. 

2. Acceptance of Nomination 
— This form notes that the nom1- 
nee agrees to serve, if elected. 
It must be filed along with the 
nomination petition and an affida- 
vit containing a sworn statement 
providing the candidate’s name, 
date of birth, Social Security 
number and resident address. 

3. Financial Disclosure State- 
ment — This form lists business 
entities and real estate interests 
held by the nominee and family 
and sources of specified income 
or debt. The statement covers the 
period January 1, 2006 through 


September 24 


December 31, 2006. Candidates 
who have had changes in their 
financial status are required to 
file a supplemental report for the 
period of January | through June 
30, 2007. The filing period starts 
Monday, August 20. 

The deadline for filing to be 
a candidate in the November 6 
regular election is Monday, Sep- 
tember 24 at 5 p.m. 

The city clerk verifies that 
nomination petitions meet the 
requirement of the city charter. 
A drawing will be held by the 
Board of Elections in the Munici- 
pal Building on Monday, Septem- 
ber 24 at 7:30 p.m. to determine 
the order in which names shall be 
placed on the ballot. This meet- 
ing is open to the public. Candi- 
dates, their families, supporters 
and interested citizens may attend 
to witness the draw. 

Candidates must appoint a 
campaign treasurer. They are also 
required to file a notarized interim 
report of campaign contributions 
and expenditures no later than 5 
p.m., October 22. A final cam- 
paign contribution and expenditure 
report must be filed no later than 
5 p.m. Monday, November 12. 
These reports shall list the name, 
address and amount donated by 
every contributor (other than the 
candidate or a member of his or 
her family, who has contributed 
more than $25 in furtherance of 
the candidate’s nomination and 
election); and a detailed descrip- 
tion of every expense.

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More Recycling Tips 

I would like to add several 
more ways of being green to the 
ones mentioned in your article 
“Greenbelt Gets Greener Still 
with Single Stream Recycling” in 
the July 19 issue. One is to save 
your yogurt containers marked 
number 5, clean them and send 
them back to the manufacturer 
if they are Stonyfield Farm or 
Brown Cow Farm. Both com- 
panies accept clean yogurt con- 
tainers and refund some or most 
of the postage costs in product 
coupons. The address for Stony- 
field Farm is 10 Burton Drive, 
Londonderry, NH 03053. The 
address for Brown Cow Farm 
is 3810 Delta Fair Boulevard, 
Antioch, CA 94509. WholeSoy 
& Co. also accepts its clean soy 
yogurt containers and sends out 
coupons to cover most of the 
postage costs. Its address 1s 353 
Sacramento Street, Suite 1120, 
San Francisco, CA 94111. 

A second way is to keep and 
clean your plastic flower pots 
and planting containers and bring 
them to Behnke’s Nursery on 
Route 1, which has reinstituted 
the practice of recycling these 
containers. 

A third is to bring clean Styro- 
foam peanuts in a plastic bag to 
a local UPS or other mail center. 
Styrofoam gets reused as packag- 
ing material. 

Adding clean dry cleaning 
bags to your used shopping bags 
when you bring them to the store 
for recycling is a fourth way of 
being greener. In general, plastic 
bags and wrappings that do not 
make a crinkling noise when they 
are handled are acceptable for 
recycling at the supermarket. 

With the prolonged dry spell 
that we are having the past few 
months, conserving as much wa- 
ter as practicable would help 
delay the instituting of watering 
bans for as long as possible. 
The water you use to wash your 
produce and the water you let run 
until it is warm before you use it 
can be collected in a bucket and 
used for other purposes such as 
watering plants. This is a fifth 
way of being green. 

A sixth way is to “close the 
loop” and buy recycled products 
(as well as products that can be 
recycled). 

Greenbelt restaurants could be- 
gin an organic compost program 
in which the food that would 
otherwise be discarded by them 
would be turned into compost 
that would then be used by lo- 
cal farmers to grow produce. 
Northern California has had such 
a program for several years. 
Google “restaurant composting 
California” to link to an article 
from the California Farm Bureau 
or see www.fourcourse.com. 

If you give it some thought, I 
am sure you can come up with 
yet other ways of being green.

Greenbelt’s New Principal

Kimberly Seidel sits comfort- 
ably in the principal’s chair vacat- 
ed by her predecessor, Katherine 
Curl, who retired from Greenbelt 
Elementary School (GES) this 
past June after 39 years as a 
Prince George’s County educator.

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Greenbelt Swim Team Celebrates 50 Years and a Winning Season

The Greenbelt Municipal Swim 


Team (GMST) held a picnic on 
the grounds of the Community 
Center on Saturday, July 28 to 
celebrate the end of the 2007 
competitions and the team’s 50th 
anniversary.

Dead Birds Close 
Local Metro Station 


Greenbelt’s Metro Station was 
one of three closed for a period 
of time on Sunday afternoon, 
July 29, starting about noon. A 
contractor mistakenly had spread 
poison at the wrong time of day 
and then neglected to remove the 
dead birds. By late afternoon all 
stations had reopened, though at 
Greenbelt, a portion of the Kiss 
and Ride area was still closed to 
the public at 5 p.m. 

Both the FBI’s joint terrorism 
task force and the National Insti- 
tutes of Health were involved in 
the investigation according to a 
Washington Post story on Mon- 
day, July 30. 

Metro’s contractor 1s expected 
to work when patrons of the 
subway system are not around. 
Metro began learning of the dead 
birds around noon — mostly spar- 
rows and starlings. Four stations 
on the Green Line were affected, 
including Greenbelt, as well as 
two on the Red Line. Authori- 
ties identified the poison at the 
Greenbelt station as D-Con, a 
rat poison, according to the Post 


Story. 


City Notes

The Greenbelt Nursing and 
Rehabilitation Center had been 
ordered to close by regulators of 
the State of Maryland in early 
January 1999 after being cited for 
many violations. In late January 
1999, nursing home patients were 
relocated to other facilities in the 
area. A court case followed and 
in June 1999 the nursing home 
paid a fine and the property was 
later sold. However, the aban- 
doned nursing home still today 
remains on the tract, screened 
from Greenbelt Road by a grove 
of forest trees, including a 45- 
foot tall willow oak. 

The proposed Greenbelt 
Crossing plans include preserva- 
tion of this grove plus additional 
trees, especially at the rear of 
the property. The grove would 
help screen a proposed three- 
story parking structure at the 
north boundary from the adjacent 
University Square Apartments.

STOP Means STOP 


During August and September 
the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment will conduct a traffic safety 
campaign entitled “Stop Means 
Stop.” The campaign will be 
focused in historic Old Green- 
belt and officers will be looking 
for violations of the state’s stop 
sign law. 

The law states that vehicles 
will stop (a complete cessation 
of movement) at the near side 
of the intersection at a clearly 
marked stop line. If there is 
no clearly marked stop line, the 
vehicle shall stop before entering 
the intersection. 

Extra officers will be assigned 
to this detail using overtime 
funding from the Maryland High- 
way Safety Office. 

This campaign is in response 
to the numerous violations re- 
ported by residents to the Police 
Department. After an in-depth 
study of the problem, it was 
determined that most people 
are not “running” the stop sign 
but are rolling through at a low 
speed commonly referred to as a 
“California stop.” 

For the first two weeks of 
the campaign, officers will use 
discretion in issuing citations or 
warnings for motorists who roll 
through the stop signs. After the 
first few weeks, officers will step 
up enforcement efforts and issue 
citations in lieu of warnings.

COMMUNITY MEDIATION BOARD 
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Arts Center New Season Is a Result of 28-Year Volunteer Effort

The Greenbelt Arts Center 
(GAC), now celebrating the start 
of its 28th year, has evolved from 
a local movement in 1979 to save 
what was then a vacant Green- 
belt movie theater and revitalize 
Roosevelt Center to a full-blown 
arts center whose variety of cul- 
tural offerings emanates from the 
former bowling and archery site 
next to the former post office. 
GAC showcases several theater 
troupes, hosts classes and shows 
for the city’s Creative Kids Camp 
and Camp Encore, sponsors per- 
formances by musical groups, 
puts on gallery exhibitions for 
visual artists and has hosted the 
Utopia Film Festival’s opening 
ceremony. 

The new season opens Fri- 
day, August 3 with the musical 
“Oliver!” based on the Charles 
Dickens’ tale of an orphaned boy 
in 19th century England. While 
the Arts Center will produce six 
plays of its own this season, sev- 
eral other theater groups will also 
have special performances. 

For example, at the Labor 
Day Festival, one troupe will 
perform an original adaptation of 
Shakespeare with two free shows 
each night open to the public on 
Saturday and Sunday evenings, 
while another group will put on 
a free show for children with two 
matinee performances earlier each 
day also on Saturday and Sunday 
during the Festival. 

Greenbelt playwright and song- 
writer, Christopher Cherry, will 
also bring his troupe of teenagers 
in Camp Encore for their annual

winter performance of one of his 
original shows — this year based 
on the Hercules legends. 

Advance ticket sales will begin 
soon, including a new discounted 
subscription series. More details 
of the upcoming season will be 
available on the theater’s website:

forthcoming in News Review 
advertising. 

While the idea of creating a 
cultural arts center and housing 
the variety of cultural programs 
at the Greenbelt Movie Theater 
was introduced during the 1979 
unsuccessful city council cam- 
paign by Konrad Herling, it was 
Eileen Peterson’s news, shortly 
after the election, that Roosevelt 
Center’s primary developer was 
seriously considering shops for 
the historic space that spurred 
Herling and a good number of 
volunteers to discuss strategy to 
keep the dream alive. 

A lively city council public 
hearing regarding the benefits 
to the community, which fea- 
tured members of the Grenoble 
Hall Theater Guild, e.g., Marie 
Tousignant and Tom Schreiber, 
long-time Greenbelters Ken Voigt, 
Gail Neuman and Jose Morales, 
among many others, inspired 
council to set up a meeting with 
developer George Christacos to 
explore whether or not he would 
rent the space out for arts pro- 
grams. He agreed to temporarily 
rent the 7,200 square foot space 
for $500/month to see if this em- 
bryonic effort would attract new 
customers to Roosevelt Center. 

The new organization had but 
a few weeks to clean the vacant

theater as it prepared for its Open 
House. Trix Whitehall, John 
Ward, Steve Hooper, Ken Voigt, 
Norene Yoch, the Schreiber fam- 
ily, members of the Greenbelt 
Jaycees and others put in long 
hours patching the plaster ceil- 
ing and painting the stage walls 
to ready the facility. December 
8, 1979, marked the beginning 
of live performances at the the- 
ater space, known as the Utopia 
Theater based on information 
presented at the public hearing a 
month earlier. 

A variety of dance and music 
performances, as well as film 
brought life to the formerly mori- 
bund space. In the initial few 
months, the Arts Center held cof- 
feehouses, which featured poetry 
and song from local artists, Judy 
Kastner and the McGee sisters, 
photography workshops conducted 
by Bill Cornett and voice lessons. 
To move the organization toward 
becoming a bonafide 501(c) (3) 
organization, Bylaws and the ar- 
ticles of incorporation were writ- 
ten with the help of David Lange 
and the late Hal Siegel. 

Then, 240 theater seats were 
located at a former performance 
space in Warrenton, Va., per- 
fect for long range plans. They 
were installed just before the 
first play opened in March of 
1980. “Nightwatch” was a mys- 
tery — and Lucille Fletcher, the 
playwright, came to the opening 
night. 

The Greenbelt Arts Center oc- 
cupied the movie house turned 
playhouse from fall of 1979 to 
June 30, 1988, when suddenly the 
landlord tripled the rent. While

by this time successfully bring- 
ing in lots of patrons, the group 
couldn’t afford the substantial 
increase and was forced to vacate 
the theater they felt they had 
saved. “We became vagabonds 
for three years,” Herling said. 
The group stayed together and 
kept producing and performing 
plays but in any meeting space 
they could find. They borrowed 
Greenbelt’s Municipal Building, 
the Youth Center, the gym at 
the Community Center, Berwyn 
Heights Presbyterian Church, 
Capitol College in Laurel and 
Mishkan Torah Synagogue to 
continue operating, Herling re- 
members. 
New Home 

Eventually in the fall of 1991, 
former Greenbelt resident Marie 
Tousignant, who had become 
president of the group, had the 
vision to lease the former bowl- 
ing alley at the foot of the Roos- 
evelt Center steps behind the 
Mother and Child statue. “In 
December 1991, we performed 
‘Lion in Winter’ in the lobby of 
the present Arts Center because 
the bowling lanes and pin mecha- 
nisms had not been pulled out to

create the theater space,” Herling 
said. 

Once again a crew of vol- 
unteers set to work renovating 
this new space, including Bob 
Thompson and Mary Feng, Ma- 
rie Tousignant, Trix Whitehall, 
John Ward and Alex Barnes. An 
enormous amount of effort went 
into the transformation. Instead 
of creating “theater style” seating 
with the stage at one end, this 
time the theater became a “black 
box,” which in theater terminol- 
ogy means that the seats may be 
completely rearranged in different 
styles for each production. 

For one production the seats 
may surround the stage — known 
as an “arena” style. For another, 
they may be on three sides of the 
stage, or a “three-quarter thrust” 
style. Some shows, such as last 
season’s “Biograph Girl” about 
the history of the movies, are 
arranged in the more traditional, 
“proscenium” style or “theater 
style” just as in the original mov- 
ie house if this style suits the 
type of play and its staging. 

A “black box” theater offers a

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GMS in International 
Baccalaureate Program 


This fall Greenbelt Middle 
School (GMS) will join four oth- 
er Prince George’s County middle 
schools and become affiliated 
with the International Baccalaure- 
ate (IB) Program. 

The Middle Years Program, an 
expansion of the highly success- 
ful IB Diploma Program for high 
schools has received international 
recognition as an outstanding 
program intended to foster per- 
sonal and intellectual develop- 
ment. Students at GMS will study 
eight subject groups — humanities, 
mathematics, two languages, sci- 
ence, the arts, physical education 
and technology. 

The county has several high 
schools with the IB Diploma 
Program, so there could be an 
opportunity for students from an 
IB middle school to complete a 
six-year IB experience within the 
county schools. Eleanor Roos- 
evelt High School is a science 
and technology school and does 
not offer the IB program. 

The school system has stated 
that “helping to close achieve- 
ment gaps, accelerate secondary 
school improvements and make 
college an option for every child” 
is its goal. At the middle school 
level there will be three new 
programs, of which the IB is the 
one selected for GMS. Some 


middle schools already have 






special programs such as TAG 
(talented and gifted) or French 
Immersion. These programs will 
remain; all other middle schools 
will participate in one of the new 
programs. 

Nine middle schools will par- 
ticipate in the AVID program. 
AVID (Achievement Via In- 
dividual Determination) is a 
program designed to support stu- 
dents who are in the “academic 
middle” but who have a desire 
to go to college and the willing- 
ness to work hard. Eleven other 
middle schools will participate 
in America’s Choice, a coherent 
and comprehensive program for 
working with students struggling 
to master state standards. 

Dr. John Deasy, Superinten- 
dent of Schools, stated “A high- 
quality, challenging education 
that opens the doors to college 
cannot be an accident of geog- 
raphy. Every middle school in 
our county must provide children 
with the foundation skills and 
knowledge necessary to do col- 
lege-level work. This is the first 
step of a comprehensive effort 
to improve teaching and learn- 
ing in all middle schools. Over 
time schools may embrace two 
or more specialty programs to 
provide options for students and 
parents seeking academic chal- 
lenges.”

Mary’s Place 
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The More Things Change... 
Concerns of an Activist 


Mat Amberg, an active Green- 
belt resident for many years, 
graduated from City College of 
New York (CCNY) in 1941. The 
summer 2007 edition of CCNY’s 
Alumnus magazine featured an 
article written by Amberg re- 
counting some of his and other 
students’ college experiences during 
that time of pre-war turmoil and 
concern over fascism. Following 
is a summary and excerpts from 
the article. 

It was very long ago, but it’s 
still hard to believe that City Col- 
lege once welcomed students from 
Benito Mussolini’s Fascist Italy at a 
ceremony in The Great Hall. That 
dark day resulted in the expulsion 
of 21 students (including Amberg) 
and was a watershed in the con- 
troversy-wracked administration 
of CCNY President Frederick B. 
Robinson. 

In October 1934 a delegation 
of 350 students from 26 universi- 
ties of Fascist Italy were sent on 
an official mission to American 
colleges and universities as part 
of the triumphal march of Fascism 
throughout the world. Well aware 
of the growing menace of Fascism, 
many students across the country 
responded to the visits with angry 
protests and demonstrations. 

Despite that and requests from 
his own student body, President 
Robinson required all students to 
attend a welcoming ceremony for 
the Italian students. Robinson’s 
only capitulation was to allow 
Student Council President Edwin 
Alexander, Jr., to deliver a few 
words of greeting. 

The greeting began but as soon 
as Alexander had uttered the words, 
“IT bring a message to the tricked 
and enslaved Italian students,” the 
microphone was cut off and Alex- 
ander was forcibly removed from 
the podium — amid shouts from the 
audience to “let him speak.” 

President Robinson called the 
students “guttersnipes,” which re- 
sulted in many pins being worn 
on campus in the next few days 
declaring “I am a guttersnipe.” 

The administration and faculty 


moved against the students, charg- 
ing some with gross misconduct, 
while the students began peace- 
ful marches and picketing of the 
president’s home demanding his 
resignation. 

Photos were taken of the picket- 
ers and a good number were called 
before the faculty. Five students 
were labeled “major actors” and 16 
“minor actors” in the disturbance. 
Amberg was among the minor ac- 
tors but all 21 students were sum- 
marily expelled from the college. 

Amberg studied hard and 
worked long hours in order to 
continue his education at Earlham 
College in Richmond, Ind. In 
1941 he was re-admitted to CCNY 
and earned his bachelor of science 
degree in economics. Not long 
after, Pearl Harbor was bombed 
and the United States entered the 
world-wide struggle against Fas- 
cism and Nazism. 

Amberg’s closing admonition, 
recalling the CCNY welcoming of a 
Fascist delegation and the expulsion 
of its own students: “As we con- 
front extremism in its various forms 
at home and around the globe, I 
hope this serves as a cautionary tale 
and lesson that, if we are not care- 
ful, “‘1t can happen here!’”

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Woody Woodpecker Can Be 
Seen Here in Greenbelt

Woody Woodpecker lives in 
Greenbelt, along with six friends. 
Seven species of woodpeckers 
can be seen in Greenbelt: red- 
headed, red-bellied, yellow-bellied 
sapsucker, downy, hairy, northern 
flicker and pileated. Woody’s 
tuft gives him away as a pileated 
woodpecker, the largest wood- 
pecker in our area and the only 
one with a tuft. 

For those under the age of 40, 
Woody Woodpecker, a cartoon 
figure, was a creation of Walter 
Lantz. Woody was a woodpecker 
with a huge crest of red hair who 
delighted us baby boomers with 
his wild laugh based on a series 
of “He-he-he-HA-HA!,” delivered 
with the staccato rhythm of the 
bird’s ascending pecking sound. 

To my regret, my childhood 
friend of the 1950s has faded 
away. But at least I have the 
woodpeckers of Greenbelt, espe- 
cially the talkative red-bellied. 

Woody’s red head is obvi- 
ously shared by the red-headed 
woodpecker — but not so obvious 
the red-bellied or the northern 
flicker. I once got lucky and saw 
a flash of light red under a red- 
bellied woodpecker’s wings. But 
in all the red-bellied woodpeck- 
ers I’ve seen, that was the only 
time I saw anything close to a 
red belly. 

6-Woodpecker Day 

Before I got serious about 
birding a few months ago, I did 
not realize that the yellow-bel- 
lied sapsucker and the northern 
flicker were woodpeckers. I also 
did not know there were seven 
woodpecker species in Greenbelt, 
giving rise to the birder expres- 
sion that “I had a 6-woodpecker 
day,” meaning the speaker had 
seen six of the seven species in 
one day. 

And I did not know wood- 
peckers even had calls, let alone 
the loud, almost Woody-like 
mocking call of the red-bellied 
woodpecker. 

The red-bellied woodpecker, 
the most common in Greenbelt, 
was my first success in applying 
Peter Blank’s advice to get out 
there and track down the birds 
making the various calls. I kept 
hearing a loud call and noticing 
that I always saw a red-bellied 
woodpecker around when I heard 
the call. Eventually I learned 
that this easy-to-identify call is 
the red-bellied woodpecker’s, 
giving me one of the few birds I 
can recognize by call, helping my 
species count list. Currently I 
have 44 species on my “life list” 
in this area. 

At the recent migratory bird 
count at the Beltsville Agricul-

tural Research Center on May 
12, birders counted 94 species of 
birds, including 19 woodpeckers 
belonging to four species: red- 
bellied (12), downy (2), hairy (1) 
and northern flicker (4). 
Northern Flicker 

The northern flicker has been 
good for my birding ego too. 
He is one of the most recent 
new birds I’ve learned to iden- 
tify on my own. I was walking 
the inner path of GHI when I 
saw what looked like a red-bel- 
lied woodpecker on the ground 
near me at a playground park. I 
couldn’t believe I was this close 
to a red-bellied. But what was 
he doing on the ground? 

With the aid of my binocu- 
lars, I quickly noticed that he 
had only a little spot of red on 
his nape, not enough red to be 
a red-bellied woodpecker. Red- 
bellied woodpeckers have a fair 
cover of red on their heads. Red 
headed woodpeckers are faithful 
to their names, with much more 
red, extending from their heads 
to their necks. 

Looking at this ground wood- 
pecker, I checked for unique 
identification characteristics. I 
quickly found one I had never 
seen: what looked to me like a 
black heart on his upper breast. I 
took out my bird book and there 
it was: northern flickers are the 
only woodpeckers that eat on the 
ground, have a black crescent on 
their breasts and have a small 
patch of red on their nape. 

Woody Lives 

To me, the red-bellied wood- 
pecker 1s Woody, because I hear 
his mocking “brrrrrh’’ everywhere 
in Greenbelt, while I’ve never 
seen the pileated woodpecker in 
Greenbelt, although others have. 

Everytime I hear that “brrrrh,” 
whether I’m on a birdwatching 
walk or at my bus stop or just 
carrying bags of mulch past the 
woods near my house, I know 
that Woody still lives — in Green- 
belt.
